Trans' body was brought to the 
surface • yesterday 
after 
divers, 
rushed to tho isolated village of 
Point Aux Outarades by plane from 
Quebec and un*angled the equip­ 
ment which held him under the lev 
waters until ho was dead. 
Examination of the body showed 
the whirling currents had caused 
severe bruises and almost tom 
pletely toro away his suit. 
How 
long Trans lived after his gear be­ 
came enmeshed 
was 
net 
deter­ 
mined. 
Trans, working on a paper com­ 
pany project at Pointe Aux Outar- 
des. went into the water Monday 
morning. He was believed to have 
first fallen, and then attempting 
to get on his feet, had become en- 
tangled in his lines. An air line 
was kept free and during the time 
he was submerged .air was sup­ 
plied him. Tho extreme cold and 
the rush of the water, beating his 
body against timbers In a dam 
‘‘crib** 
where 
he 
was working, 
caused death. 
Trans, who was 38 years old, 
came to Canada two years ago 
from Ifenniark, where his family 
resides. It was !earu«*d he had a 
premonition that ill luck was to 
befall him on his last Job for he 
told a .Montreal friend a few days 
ago: 
"I don’t like this Job. but I never* 
have refused to go down and I 
don't expect I ever shall, whether 
■femme up again or not.”
